5 Families Flee 
To Safety During 
Hy de Park Blaze 


Several families fled to safety 
scantily cloth ed in sub-freezing 
weath er early today as fire raced 
th rough a block of busincs estab­ 
lish ments beneath th eir apart­ 
ments, north of th e inersection of 
Route 9 and Main Street, th e old 
center of th e Dutcness County 
community of Hy de Para. 
Th e loss w*» estimated in ex ­ 
cess of SllO.OOd. 
It was th e second major fire in 
t 'vubh ip in two day s.

Th ursday morning firemen from 
several companies fough t flames 
in icy ’ cold weath er th at caused 
ex tensive damage to th e well 
known Sq uires Inn on Route 9 at 
Hy de Park. 
Alert Area Volt 
Fire companies as far cast as 
Pleasant Valley and as far south 
as Beacon, were dispatch ed today 
to th e Hy de Park area th rough 
Mutual Aid. to cover up at Hy de 
Park and Rosevelt fire stations 
and 
to 
provide 
much -needed 
manpower to battle th e blaze. 
Hy de Park Fire Ch ief Kenneth 
Underwood, wh o was in com­ 
mand. said a fuel tank in th e 
basement of th e building erupted 
during th e h eigh t of th e blaze 
and sent roaring flames th rough 
th e two-story frame structure. 
Emergency crews from local 
fire companies administered aid 
to about six firefigh ters wdio 
were felled by smoke.

B eef B aiting — 
A Grow ing R acket 
Now that the food freezer is a commonplace home appliance, 
a minority of freezer m eat dealers are using b ait tnd switch tactics 
to mislead economy -minded shoppers seeking to b uy m eat in 
q uantity . 
Advertising carcass weight b eel at prices as low as 30c a pound, 
freezer m eat salesmen are attem pting to "switch” the custom er 
lured b y his "b argain" to something more costly , perhaps privately 
lab eled b eef at ex orb itant prices. 
Reports to the National B etter Business Bureau indicates that 
shoppers across the country aie b eing flim-flammed b y deceptive 
advertising that holds out the promise of low-cost, b ulk-b uy ing of 
b eef. 
Ihe ads refer glowingly to ample y ields of steaks, roasts, stew 
meat and ground m eat irom a low-cost b eef section, usually a half 
or q uarter. 
ri he troub le is that the custom er will have a hard time b uy ing 
the advertised b eef and prob ab ly wouldn't eat it if she was ab le to 
get it. 
The freezer m eat salesm an really w ants to sell a b etter-grade, 
higher-priced b eef, possib ly governm ent-graded b eef or his own 
“fancy ” or "select” grade. 
To accomplish this the salesm an relies on the b ait and switch 
techniq ue, an old and popular device used for y ears to sell products 
ranging irom aluminum siding to sewing machines. 
In the case of freezer meat, the "b ait" is an advertised price of, 
say , 30c a pound for a b eet half or q uarter, hanging weight, or 
b efore the section is b oned, cut and trimmed. 
The price generally includes cutting, trimming, packing and 
m arking of the retail cuts—steaks, roasts, etc.—lor placement in 
the home freezer. The salesm an may offer to store the cuts for the 
custom er who doesn’t have a freezer at home. 
At this point, the salesman, who has no intention of selling the 
30c-a-pound advertised b eef, will b egin the "switch." 
H e’ll show the custom er the advertised b eef section, hung along­ 
side more ex pensive b eet to point up the contrast. 
The low-cost b eef may have 3 or 4 inches of y ellowish fat and. 
say s the salesman, it would b e tough, chewy , stringy and wouldn’t 
smell too good either. He say s it might b e edib le if m arinated or 
cooked for hours. 
He m ight say it’s "cow b eef," or m eat from a cow' that was too 
old to milk and m ight have b een 30 y ears old. 
The salesm an will point out that the advertised price is b ased 
on the hanging weight of the carcass and not on the net weight, 
which is w hat y ou can eat after the section is b oned, cut and 
trimmed. 
He will note that 25% to 50% of the carcass will b e lost in 
cutting and as waste and that the actual “take home” m eat will 
come to 69c or 79e a pound. 
All this adds up to the fact that 30c-a-pound b eef is a b latant 
come-on calculated to induce the shopper to b uy b eef section at, 
say . 79c or 89c a pound which is no b argain either. 
W hen the 79c or 89c a pound half or q uarter of b eef is dressed 
into retail cuts, the loss b y trim m ing and b oning will b oost the 
price per pound to ab out the same or more than the custom ary 
retail price, and prob ab ly more. 
It has b een reliab ly reported that when a 1,000 pound live steer 
is dressed to a 590-pound carcass, after b oning and trimming, the 
y ield is ab out 465 pounds of retail cuts. This am ount of meat in­ 
cludes not only steaks, roasts and stew m eat b ut ab out 110 pounds 
of ground b eef. 
At many freezer m eat outlets, the y ield is far less. 
One shopper who had tried to b uy b eef advertised at 29c a 
pound was induced to b uy a 379-pound side, hanging weight, of the 
freezer meat film ’s own “select" grade steer at 79c a pound. 
A fter cutting she got only 219 pounds, net weight, of meat and 
wrapping paper, or an approx im ate loss of 39%. At 79c a pound, 
carcass weight, the waste and cutting cost her ab out $126 and she 
actually paid an average of $1.10 a pound for w hat she took home, 
including ham b urger. 
A nother custom er b ought 700 pounds of b eef at 69c a pound, 
hanging weight, and took home 400 pounds, net. 
The low-price b eef advertised b y some freezer meat dealers is 
usually describ ed as U.S. inspected or U.S.D A. inspected. No refer­ 
ence is made to the U.S.D.A. grade of the b eef. 
W hen m eat is advertised at a very low price and the dealer 
then disparages or refuses to sell the advertised meat, the shopper 
is advised to deal with caution. B etter y et, she should leave in a 
hurry . 
Buy from a reputab le dealer who will vouch for the q uality or 
his merchandise. If the firm’s reputation is unknown to y ou. check 
with y our local B etter Business Bureau.

HOLLYWOOD — The story 
still persists in Holly wood that 
John Carradine once roamed its 
bou lev ards in a black cape and 
that u nder fu ll moonr he recited 
Shakespeare to imag inary au di­ 
ences from the deserted stag e of 
the Holly wood Bowl. 
Well take 
it from John 
it 
didn't happen. 
‘A press ag ent did that to me,” 
the v eteran star g rinned between 
scenes of a Green Hornet episode 
for ABC-TV in which he was 
play ing the mad owner of a wax 
mu seu m. It will be telecast Feb. 
24. 
"I had done a lot of Shakes­ 
peare before I came to Holly wood 
in the mid-30's and when the 
press ag ent asked a lot of bio­ 
g raphical qu estions I thou g ht I 
Void him a lot 
of Interesting 
ing s. Instead, he dreamed u p 
the black cape bit and I was 
stu ck with it. 
“I’v e only worn a black cape 
twice in my whole life. The first 
time was as Dracu la on Broadway 
and the second time was to the 
Metropolitan 
opera. 
After 
the 
opera my wife and I went to the 
Stork Clu b where a woman asked 
for my au tog raph, say ing , ‘I saw 
y ou in Dracu la.’ My words to her 
were: "Thank y ou , madame. Same 
cape!’ ” 
At 60, John Carradine is one 
of 
Holly wood's Ix isiest 
actors, 
mov ing from TV to mov ies to 
stag e roles and recalling that to­ 
day ’s fast TV filming methods 
are not new to him. “I once ap­ 
peared in 15 mov ies in one y ear 
and that’s tou g her than doing a 
whole season of TV shows.” 
Of his sev en sons, only Dav id 
tu rned ou t to be an actor. "It was

inev itable,” Carradine ex plains. 
“When Dav id was only six he and 
his mother were with me on tou r 
with the play , ’Bill of Div orce­ 
ment’ and he saw a half dozen 
performances. 
Before the tou r 
ended he went arou nd reciting 
ppractically ev ery line I had in 
the play . It’s too bad Dav id g ot» 
mix ed u p with that TV series 
they called Shane. I thou g ht it I 
was a g ood show bu t au diences' 
were let down becau se it didn’t j 
hav e that mu ch to do with the j 
mov ie.” 
The recent mov ie remake of 
"Stag ecoach” died at the box - 
office for the same reason, C arra­ 
dine believ es. "It was the perfect 
western and there was no ex cu se 
for a remake.” 
Carradine may not hav e been 
the colorfu l Maek-caped actor of 
a press ag ent’s imag ination, bu t 
he misses the flamhoy ancy of the 
late John Barry more, with whom 
he had a long and close Holly ­ 
wood friendship. 
He recalled: 
"I’ll nev er forg et the day du r­ 
ing World W ar II when Barry ­

‘This is John Bary more. I want 
to speak 
to Winnie.’ Winston

recalling their y ou th. The hig h­ 
lig ht for me was when B arry ­ 
more kidded Chu rchill abou t once 
proposing m arriag e to his sister, 
Ethel, who tu rned him down.”
